The Issue Between Town and School Board 


to go Before a Jury. 


The question of how much money is 


to be raised for school purposes in the 
town of 1'elicau this year will be decid- 
ed before a jury at the .Tunuary term 
of circuit court in Merrill next week. 
A hearing of tho mandamus proceed 
ings was given by Judge Parish Mon- 
day at Ashliind, the court deciding that 
an issue sufficient for trial existed mid 
ordering that Town clerk Carr bo al- 
lowed to make the tax roll, inserting as 
school funds the sum of $8,800, the 
amount the town board wanted, in- 
stead of the 14,800 asked for by the 
school hoard. 
The roll is so being 


made out and will he in the hands of 
Treasurer Sulton 
to-morrow. 
Judge 


Parish decided that should the trial de- 
cide that, the full amount asked for by 
ihe school board should bera'sed, then 
the court could order an additional as- 
sesment and collection of taxes to cov- 
er Iho dirTeriMicu.
